Ethiopian airmen join 


ADDIS ABABA. — Men of the 
Ethiopian Air Force last night 
seized control of their base only 
50 km. from this. capital, as an 
armed forces revolt over pay and 
conditions appeared to be spreading. 

Earlier the Ethiopian cabinet re- 
signed after talks between govern- 
ment representatives and rebel 
soldiers collapsed. 

The future of Ethiopia and its 25 
million people seemed to hang on 
the next move by Emperor Selassie

Mrs. Meir reportedly broke down 
and wept — with relief for the liv- 
ing and grief for the dead — when 
the Secretary handed her the list 
of prisoners typed in Arabic.

Jerusalem pleased with PoW deal

In Jerusalem last night observers 
expressed satisfaction at the settle- 
ment of the initial PoW issue. They 
recalled that Israel had agreed to 
this pattern of settlement 'when the 
US. first suggested it a fortnight 
ago. Israel officials made it clear at 
that time that Israel would agree 
to a small time-lag elapsing be- 
tween the Red Cross visits to the 
PoWs and the start of substantive 
disengagement talks — so long as 
that sequence of events were main- 
tained in priciple.

of the disengagement negotiations. 

Dr. Kissinger'’s settlement yester- 
day at once Satisfies Israel's pre- 
condition and saves Syria's face.

President Assad’s general ideas on 
disengagement. Israel for its part 
will contend that the substantive 
talks will begin only on Friday at 
noon — after the PoWs have been 
visited, when Mrs. Meir gives the 
Secretary Israel's detailed dis- 
engagement plans.

Further. says 
the Histadrut, the burden of proof 
that re-hiring the ex-serviceman is 
no longer “possible and practical” 
must be borne by the employer and 
mot the demobilized soldier. 

The law also warns employers 
against laying off a worker before 
he js ealled up, to avoid the obli- 
gations of the law. If it is proved 
an employer has done this. the 
worker's dismissal is legally in- 
valid. After demobilization, the 
worker will be eligible to all his 
rights under the law, as if he had 
not been laid off. 

(With the outbreak of the Yom 
Kippur War, Defence Minister Mo- 
she Dayan signed an order for 
these rights to be given to reserv- 
ists released from active duty as 
well as to soldiers who have com- 
pleted their regular service.)

Treasury: Tax load lighter 
13 per cent from April 


Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 

The abolition of the compulsory De- 
fence Loan on April 1 will reduce the 
citizen's tax-plus-loan obligation by 
12-13 per cent, according to official 
Treasury sources. 

The change — one of a series the 
Government is proposing to the 
Knesset — will cut revenue by 
1L680m. in the fiscal year 1974 /75. 
To help offset the loss, the children's 
allowance (recently Increased) now 
becomes taxable. The monthly 
cheque from the National Insurance 
Institute will continue to supply the 
full allowance: the tax will be de- 
ducted from income subsequently. 

Under another change, any late- 
ness in paying tax will now incur an 
automatic interest charge of 15 per 
cent (thid in addition to the penalty 
for delay). Many self-employed per- 
sons who are supposed to submit 
their tax return in July do not man- 
age to get it in till several months 
later. Now they will have an {incen- 
tive to meet the July deadline.

will be empowered to order a change 
in the size of the monthly advance 
during mid-year if the taxpayer's 
current income seems to warrant it.

It was IL632 a 
month last April, and is now 11.743. 
The highest tax-plus-loan today is 
70 per cent (63 per cent tax and 7 
per cent compulsory loan). This ap- 
plies to incomes which top a 
month. Under the new system, the 
marginal tax will remain 63 per cent, 


Employment 
slump ends 


Unemployment decreased in Jan- 
uary as the demand for workers 
went up, the Employment Service 
announced yesterday. This ended the 
temporary slump that immediately 
‘followed the war. 

The service received 20,567 re- 
quests for workers of which 6,506 
requests went unfilled because of 
manpower shortages. Among the un- 
filled openings were those for skilled 
building workers, industrial work- 
ers, clerks and hotel and service 
workers. Over 3,000 requests for 
unskilled workers went unfilled. 

The average daily unemployment 
rate was 868 as compared to 1,469 
during the previous month. 


Panthers fined 
IL100 for rally 


TEL AVIV. — The Magistrate's 
Court yesterday fined Black Pan- 
ther secretary Shalom Cohen and 
five other Panthers IL100 each for 
their roles in a demonstration which 
disrupted traffic at the Central Bus 
Station here last month, Two other 
defendants were acquitted. 

Before Judge Haim Shapiro passed 
sentence, the prosecutor asked that 
the defendants be given a suspended 
sentence — to ensure that they 
would “behave nicely.”

Jews end fasts 
3rd continues 


MOSCOW. 1UPI:. Sinologist 
Vitaly Rubin and painter Victor 
Glatsky have ended their hunger 
strike after 12 days, but their 
colleague David Azbel ia continu- 
ing his fast, Jewish sources said 
here yesterday. 

The Jews began the hunger strike 
on February 15 to protest the 
Soviet authorities’ refusal to 
grant them exit visas to Israel. 

The sources said that Dr. Rubin, 
50, an expert on ancient Chinese, 
and artist Vladimir Galatsky, 44, 
ended their strike on Tuesday. 
But they said chemistry professor 
David Azbel, 63, who spent 16 
years in Stalinist prison camps, 
was continuing, against the ad- 
vice of his doctor. 

They did not know how long he 
planned to continue. Prof. Azbel's 
telephone was cut off shortly af- 
ter the strike began. 

The Post's Sraya Shapiro adds from 
Tel Aviv: 

News of the end of the strike was 
received here yesterday by the 
Scientists Committee of the Na- 
tional Council for Soviet Jewry, 
which on Monday night had asked 
the three to end their fast. 

Dr, Rubin and Mr. Galatsky, con- 
tacted by telephone, both said 
“we think our strike has ac- 
complished its goal" But Prof. 
Azbel told the Committee: “While 
I am deeply touched by your 
anxiety about my health, un- 
fortunately I cannot fulfil your 
request.

THE GOLD RUSH 


LONDON (UPI). — The great gold 
rush slowed yesterday, pushing the 
gold price down from Tuesday's all- 
time records to the $175 an ounce 
Yange, where some dealers said it 
might remain.

Business, industry, commerce. agri- 
culture and transportation came to 
a halt for four hours throughout 
the nation in Italtan labour's first 
general walkout of the year. 

In the capital, the general strike 
was for 24 hours. The giant steel 
plants in Taranto were also struck 
for a day. Shops remained open, as 
did hospitals, but only for emer- 
gency cases.

MOSCOW (UPI). — The wife of exiled author Alex- 
ancer Solzhenitsyn said yesterday she would not leave 
the country without her husband's books. She said

Chinese angry over film spoof 


PARIS (AP). — The Chinese 
Embassy officially protested to 
the French Government on Mon- 
day about a comedy film depict- 
ing Chinese occupation of Paris. 

The embassy said it didn't 
think the movie was one bit 
funny. 

According to the film, when 
the Chinese take over Paris, the 
French operate on the black mar- 
ket, turn each other in to the 
political police, and lie, drink 
and make enough love to corrupt 


the occupiers. The satire seems 
mostly at the expense of the 
French. 

Directed by. Jean Yanne, the 
film was made in Paris with 
hundreds of Asian students form- 
ing an occupation army that clo- 
ses down the Galeries Lafayette 
department store as a symb9) 
of bourgeois decadence and re- 
places cars with rickshaws on the 
Paris streets. French government 
television has given wide publi- 
city to the comedy and two 
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weekly magazines feature it on 
their cover this week, empha- 
sizing the humour of the film. 

Note the less, the Chinese Em- 
bassy in a statement said: 

“It's a very grave affair for 
relations between our two coun- 
tries. We do not understand how 
the French Government not only 
tolerated the release of the film 
but the publicity for it on tele- 
vision.” 

The statement complained that 
the film made “an unacceptable 
parallel between socjalist China 
and fascist Germany...." 

A French diplomat said pri- 
vately that he was amazed by 
the extremely hard tone of the 
Chinese statement. 

The official Gaullist newspaper,

Aim of hijacker’s 
bid was dive 
at White House 


WASHINGTON Reuters. — The 
man who tried to hijack a jet at 
Baltimore-Washington Airport last 
week was planning to crash dive 
the plane inte the White House, 
syndicated columnist Jack Anderson 
said yesterday. 

He said the man. Samuel Jcseph 
Byck. who killed two men and 
was killed himself in the attempt, 
disclosed his plans in a tape record- 
ing mailed to the columnist a few 
hours before the atrempted hijsck- 
ing on February 22. 

Calling hiy plan “Pandora's Box,” 
Byck wrote to Anderson: “Whoever 
dies in project Pandora's Eox will 
be directly attributable to Water- 
gate scandals." 

In the tape Byck, known to 
Secret Service agents as an anti- 
Nixon activist in demonstrations at 
the White House, said: 

“I will try to get the plane aloft 
and fly it towards the target area” 
which will be Washington, D.C., thy:

WASHINGTON. — President 
Nixon has refused to appear at 
a court hearing called to deter- 
mine if he should attend the 
Watergate-related trial of a for- 
mer top White House aide. 

Mr. Nixon, in briefs to District 
of Columbia Superior Court Judge 
Harold Greene, said also that he 
would not obey a subpoena order- 
ing him to testify in the California 
trial of his former adviser, John 
Ebrlichman.

Simon’s ‘outburst 
on Shah could 
prove costly 


WASHINGTON (AP).—U.S. energy 
chief William Simon may have hurt 
his chances of being named next 
Secretary of the Treasury when he 
criticized statements by the Shah of 
Iran, well-placed sources say. 

Simon, who also is Deputy Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, has been con- 
sidered .one of two leading candi- 
dates to succeed Treasury Secretary 
George Shultz, whose resignation 
could come at any time. 

But Treasury sources friendly to 
the idea of Simon becoming the next 
Secretary say he made a major mis- 
take on Monday when he denounced 
as “irresponsible and reckless” state- 
ments by the Shah of Iran. The re- 
mark by the Shah that aroused Si- 
mon’s ire was that the U.S. is im- 
porting as much oil now as before 
the Arab oil boycott. 

The criticism of the Shah had po- 
tential for considerable embarrass- 
ment for the U.S. President Nixon 
felt obliged to contradict Simon at’ 
his news conference on Monday 
night, stating “I would not say that 
the Shah was irresponsible and reck- 
less.” He said the Lranian leader pro- 
bably was using different figures 
than Simon's office. 

However, the Prime Minister of 
Iran said on Tuesday the Shah's in- 
formation came mainly from U.S. 
sources, including Simon himself. 

‘Simon “must be talking through 
his hat," said Prime Minister Amir 
Abass Hoveida, in an interview. He 
said Iran would not lodge an official 
protest over the matter.
